BRITISH CASUALTIES 

British casualties reported in De- 
cember reached a total of 70,527, 
divied as follows: 

Killed or died of wounds: Of- 
ficers, 1,041; men, 14,805. 

Wounded or missing : Officers, 
3,342; men, C0.335. 

Casualties reported from Decem- 
ber 26 to 31 were 9,951, divided as 
follows : 

Killed or died of wounds : Offic- 
ers, 65; men, 2,000. 

Wounded or missing : Officers, 
238; men, 7,589. 

British casualties December show 
a marked decrease from November, 
reflecting the slowing down of op- 
erations with the coming of winter. 
The total for last month was 120,- 
089, the liij,'lieM in five months, ow- 
ing to the severe fighting on the 
fiimbrui front. 

The figures for the last rsix days 
of December are much lower than 
for the preceding six days. The 
report tor the period December 19- 
24 gave the total of 13,319. 



Dr. von Kuchlman, German for- 
eign secretary, is quoted as rsaying 
it was absurd to imagine that Oer- 
many would enter n peace confer- 
ence with large claims. If Ger- 
many will stop to consider on whose 
soil she is waging her war, -he will 
conclude it is absurd to advance 
any claims.

For some time now it has been 
•ippnrent to those who have given 
the matter thought, that the country 
is threatened with an alarming 
-ilmrtage in live stock— especially 
meat producing animals, though 
horsew and mules ore also showing 
a. shortage. •» 

When the war in F.urope first be- 
pan, it was suggested by our agri- 
culturnl department that our fann- 
ers nnd stock ruiserw devote great- 
er attention to increasing the num- 
ber of meat animals. It was point 
ed out that the large foreign de- 
mand would make great inronds in 
our Supply. This was the result, 
Imt not all the rosult. The stimn- 
liited <lcmnnd caused prices to soar 
to abnormal figures. These prices 
in turn caused all who hnd stock 
to push them onto the market at 
the earliest moment, with the result 
that thousands of head of stock 
went to the butchers when it should 
have been kept on the farms. 

Stock buyers inform us that for 
the past years the average weight 
of hogs especially has steadily de- 
clined, <lue to the fact thnt the 
heavy feeders have been practically 
exhausted and the lighter animals 
are being pushed onto the ~" r?ct. 

At a meeting of food administra- 
tors of a number of States recently 
it was the unanimous decision, nf- 
ter surveying the situation careful- 
ly, that a concerted effort must be 
made to increase the breeding of 
hogs nnd cattle, nnd each State 
represented in the conference was 
given its per cent, of increase to be 
attained. 

But it is right at this point that 
the difficulty is encountered. The 
high prices have not only cai&sed 
the immature animals to be sacri- 
ficed but thousand:* of valuable fe- 
males have also been slaughtered 
which should have been kept on the 
farms. There is not a particle of 
doubt that th« country is alarming- 
ly cohort of breeders. 

There is but one remedy. No 
owner of hogs or cattle should sell 
or kill females capable of repro- 
ducing their kind. This should be 
luadc an iron-cla<l rule on the farms 
and ranches of this country for 
some time to come. Certain it is 
that if the pnist, or even the present 
rate of consumption of females is 
continued for another twelve 
months, the country will face some- 
thing little short of a meat famine. 

We are n meat-eating race. But 
meat must be grown, and the ani- 
mals must huve dams. The only 
way to insure the supply is to eon- 
serve the females. This will huve 
to he done, even at the risk of even 
higher prices thun now prevail. 

And, as prices now range, this will 
he no sacrifice to the farmers, but 
ruther a isonrce of greater revenue, 
us all will see if they will look at 
(he matter in the right light.

Second. If a registrant has liotli 
i wife and child, but there are 
nch ofher sources of snpport avail- 
able that the reinov-al of the regis- 
trant will not deprive the dejK'iid- 
ents of reasonably adequate sup- 
port, he is to be placed in subdivis- 
ion "A" of class 2.
